But first you must understand* 
and know to one few positive ami 
absolute facts. 
That moisture is 
always rising to the surface of the 
Noil to escape in the air to the 
skies. 
Second: 
That it is practl- 
jcully impossible for any of this to 
get through a perfect Dust Mulch. 
Third: That evaporation produce» 
a lower temperature. 
F ourth: 
That cold or a lower temperature 
always 
produces 
condensation, 
bitth : That it is almost impossible 
lor heat to pass through any kind 
of a loose dry substance. 
You should realize that these are 
laws of nature and are permanent. 
And understand the bearing of 
these things I »in trying to thresh 
out. 
1 said 1 had never seen the hot 
winds burn up corn, but I have 
seen corn burn up many times, but 
it was Ihe hot earth. 
Remember what I said about the 
poor, thin and gravely land staj 
ing green. 
The only reason why 
it does so is that the soil does no 
g«*t hot. 
For the reason that it is 
not dry because it did not crack 
and let out the moisture. 
Moist earth never gets hot. Keep 
it moist, by this covering of dust. 
I his same covering keeps the suns 
heat from penetrating down into 
tin* earth. 
Now go hack to one, 
two, three, four and five and get 
the connection of those absolute 
facts and you will.see the point. 
You have maintained the manv 
conditions that arc* necessary to 
good corn growth. 
A cool moist 
soil at about the time of hot weath­ 
er. Get this condition if you can, 
and the hot winds may sizzle, it 
will stay green just as" it does in 
the cool moist gravely knoll that 
does not eraek. 
The two reasons that sandy lane 
stands the drouth better than black 
land i's that it takes in more of 
the rain and does not craek. 
If 
sandy land gets dry it gets hot 
and the corn goes just the same.. 
Did you ever see a fine piece of 
big corn fail and burn up in a few 
days 
It was alright until the 
ground got hot, then it was goodbv 
John. 
D on’t expect the one making of 
the Dust Mulch to make the. crop. 
No man can depend on plowung to 
make it. 
Make a thorough appli 
eiition and if it d o n ’t 1 am out. 
put ?ne down as a ________ 
Did you ever think how very im­ 
portant it is to stir the surface just 
as soon as possible after a rain 
especially what you are short of. 
An inch rain is considered a goo«, 
season. 1 nder ordinary conditions 
that will wet about 6 inches deep 
That one inch of rain means that 
over 108 tons of water have been 
given you. Will you save it ? This 
will last say thirty days or in oth 
<*r words it will escape in evapora­ 
tion in that time. This means that 
108 tons of w ater have gone up 
in thirty days or 3 1-2 tons per da v 
per acre. 


This looks 
inconceivable, 
but 
I want someone to figure it out 
different if it can be done. 
Now, every day you wait after 
this rainfall you lose this amount, 
of w ater for every acre. You must 
remember and know’ that a proper 
stirring of the surface stops nearly 
all of this evaporation and that a 
perfect Dust 
Mulch 
absolutely 
stops all of it. 
The sole object of the float is to 
keep the ground moist and cool, 
underneath. 
This it does in two 
ways; first, by keeping the suns 
beat from penetrating down and 
by preventing the moisure (that is 
always rising) from escaping up.
